dummy at a spade contract. In 
fact there was enough potential 
so that with the spade finesse 
working East would have 
wrapped up a spade game. 
Then to add insult to injury , 
South managed to bring home 
his four-heart contract. 


South went right up with 
dummy ’s king of spades to 
encourage a continuation of the 
suit, but East was too smart for 
that. He took his ace and shifted 
to the king of diamonds. 
South let that hold; won the 
diamond continuation and 
promptly laid down the ace of 
hearts. West’s q ueen fell and 
South came‘to the conclusion 
that the q ueen had been a 
singleton. With four spades and 
king-q ueen of hearts. West 
would surely have found a two- 
spade call. 


This didn’t worry South. He 
could get to dummy with the 
ace of clubs and lead a trump 
from dummy to hold his trump 
losses to one. Then if the q ueen 
of clubs would fall on a second 
club lead South would make his 
contract. 
South decided that this was a 
hand where clubs would break 
3-1. He led a club, took a first- 
round finesse with dummy ’s 
jack and proceeded to make his 
game.

Frisbee is the game play ed 
with a plastic d isc, nine inches 
in 
d iameter, 
which 
floats 
throu gh the air like a fly ing 
sau cer abou t to land or a d is­ 
cu s thrown at 60 miles hou r. 
Ultimate Frisbee is a relativ e 
of football. One team “flings 
off” to the oth er, which tries to 
pass the d isk d own the field u n­ 
til th e Frisbee sails ov er the 
goal line into an offensiv e play ­ 


ers hand s. 
If the 
Frisbee 
tou ches the grou nd the d efen­ 
siv e team gains possession and 
mov es it in the opposite d irec­ 
tion. The play ing field is 60 by 
40 y ard s and the game lasts 48 
minu tes. 
Play ers are not allowed to 
ru n with th e Frisbee, only pass 
it, and a tou chd own is scored 
mu ch the way a tou chd own is 
scored in football.

James Read y of the U.S. War 
Victims Ad v isory Office say s it 
was “abou t 2,000 tons of rice. I 
d on’t know how mu ch it was 
worth .” 
Pau l Daly , senior ad v iser to 
the Da Nang may or’s office, 
said the swind le inv olv ed h u n­ 
d red s of thou sand s of tons. 
Bu t Daly refu ses to d iscu ss 
the case fu rth er, say ing, “The 
Vietnamese are hand ling it. I’m

ju st a gu est in this cou ntry . It’s 
ju st one small case of corru p­ 
tion in a v ast sy stem. This is 
Asia, it’s the Asian way .” 
Other officials say th e inv es­ 
tigation ord ered by Presid ent 
Ngu y en Van Thieu is more of a 
face-sav ing gestu re th an a d e­ 
sire to pu nish the gu ilty . They 
point ou t th at Col. Ngu y en Ngoc 
Khoi is still may or of Da Nang 
d espite ev id ence of his inv olv e­ 
ment in the swind le. 
How d id it happen? 
“As u su al, the Americans 
meant well,” said one U.S. offi­ 
cial. “We prov id ed the money 
for the rice and the means to 


d istribu te it to the refug ee 
camps. The Da Na ng munici­ 
pality hand led the rice pur­ 
chases. 
“It was d ecid ed to bqy the 
rice on the local market so we 
cou ld boost th e economy ." 


“Refu gees first disco v ered 
the bad rice on Sept. 20. It was 
chicken feed , substa nda rd," 
said th e official. “ But it wa sn't* 
d angerou s. No thing ha ppened 
to the people who ate it. It ju sL 
wasn’t v ery palatable. But it 
was a d irty trick to play o n peo ^ 
pie who h ad alread y suffered 
enou gh d irty tricks. ”

Dear Dr. Lamb — Please 
comment on the u se of peanu t 
b u tter in which the oil has b een 
hy drogenated and the b u tter 
homogenized, particu larly for a 
person with a heart condition. If 
y ou know of a sou rce of the old- 
fashioned ty pe peanu t b u tter 
please state. Also, please com­ 
ment on may onnaise for a heart 
patient and do y ou know of a 
place where it can b e b ou ght 
where it is made with u nhy ­ 
drogenated v egetab le oil? 
Dear Reader— Hy drogenat­ 
ing of u nsatu rated oils conv erts 
them to satu rated fats. When 
y ou read a lab el on food that 
say s partially hy drogenated, 
this means that the u nsatu rated 
fats hav e b een conv erted to sat­ 
u rated fats. Becau se of this 
process commercial peanu t 
b u tter u su ally contains more 
satu rated fat than natu ral pea­ 


nu t b u tter. Ev en natu ral b u tter 
is not the b est food in the world 
for a patient who has heart dis­ 
ease cau sed b y fatty deposits in 
the arteries. Peanu ts contain a 
tremendou s amou nt of fat. To 
cu t down on fat intake it is not a 
v ery good food to b e u sing in 
any qu antity . Howev er, if y ou 
want the old-fashioned ty pe 
peanu t b u tter, y ou will prob a­ 
b ly hav e to go to one of the 
health food stores or in large 
su permarkets y ou can some­ 
times find it in the diet foods 
section. 
Most commercial may on­ 
naise contains a lot of fat and 
egg y olk, b oth of which are u n­ 
desirab le for indiv idu als with 
fatty deposits in their arteries. 
Some of the low calorie may on­ 
naises are b etter. 
There are some nonfat may ­ 
onnaise recipes for those who 
want to make their own. They 


are too long to inclu de here b u t 
I hav e describ ed how to make 
nonfat may onnaise and other 
nonfat dressings in my new 
b ook “What You Need to Know 
Ab ou t Food and Cooking for 
Health” (Viking Press). By u s­ 
ing the different recipes and 
methods in this b ook, it is possi­ 
b le for any one to constru ct for 
themselv es a reasonab ly low 
fat diet, av oid too many satu ­ 
rated fats, and cholesterol as 
well as dev ise a method for 
weight control. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I hav e b een 
doing ex ercises withou t miss­ 
ing a day for eight months. The 
ones I do are ju st for my ab do­ 
men, b u t I am not getting any 
resu lts at all. Wou ld y ou recom­ 
mend su rgery to remov e this 
fat? Please giv e me as mu ch in­ 
formation as possib le. 
Dear Reader- I don’t know 
what kind of ex ercises y ou are 


doing for y ou r ab domen b u t 
some of them are of limited v al­ 
u e. 


Sit-u ps with the legs stret­ 
ched ou t will pu t more load on 
the mu scles that b end y ou r hips 
rather than the ab dominal 
mu scles. Most good ab dominal 
mu scle ex ercises are u sefu l to 
tone u p the ab domen b u t they 
are not v ery effectiv e in elimi­ 
nating ex cess fat. To do this y ou 
hav e to do a lot more general 
ty pe ex ercises u sed to b u rn u p 
calories, su ch as jogging, or 
y ou hav e to diet. Usu ally it is a 
good idea to b oth diet and ex er­ 
cise. 


Rather than su rgery , I wou ld 
recommend learning a good re­ 
du cing diet that will satisfy 
y ou r needs and stickingto it.

Mov e about as ec onomy gets hot 
Sh iftin g b y yo u n g man ag ers on th e rise

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
vo luntary 
egressio n 
rate 
amo ng managers in their 30s 
has been sho o ting up ward since 
the first o f the y ear, said the 
p ro fesso r. Op timism p revails, 
and the y o ung mo biles are 
changing jo bs again. 
It is no thing unex p ected. Just 
as water churns when the kettle 
is heated, so also do the 
sp irited, talented y o ung man­ 
agers begin to mo ve abo ut 
when the eco no my gets ho t. 
Eugene Jennings, who has 


sp ent his adult life — he’s a bit 
o n the far side o f 40 — study ing 
ex ecutive mo bility , maintains 
that this gro up is the avant- 
garde o f jo b changers, and that 
y o unger and o lder ex ecutives 
will fo llo w their lead. 
This gro up is vital to under­ 
standing business eco no mics,” 
he said. ‘‘They have the mo st 
mo bility , the greatest cap acity 
to be o p timistic. They are a 
go o d baro meter o f o p timism. 
When they mo ve it means 
p eo p le are betting o n the fu­ 
ture.” 
Fo r at least two y ears this 


gro up , which usually is the 
mo st free to change jo bs, was 
frustrated. ‘‘Intelligence dic­ 
tated that they watch their 
nests.” They were unable to 
hasten their careers by jo b 
changes. 
But there is mo re than o p ­ 
timism and ambitio n invo lved 
in ex ecutive churning, which 
still isn’t as intense as it was in 
p rerecessio n day s but may be 
do uble the rate o f 1969 and 1970. 
Between 1965 and 1968, said 
Jennings, who is a p ro fesso r at 
Michigan State University , an 
autho r and business co nsultant, 


many co mp anies recruited 
mo re talent than they needed. 
Then came the recessio n. 
“They disco vered that to o 
many o f the p eo p le they had 
hired were no t o f the p ro p er 
caliber. They were fo rced to 
co unsel o ut a lo t o f y o ung and 
middle-age managers.” To be 
“co unseled o ut” is to be laid o ff 
gently . 
In reducing their staffs, ho w­ 
ever, many co mp anies failed to 
reassure co mp etent wo rkers 
who m they wanted to stay . 
So me o f these talented p eo p le 
lo st their sense o f directio n, 


said Jennings. They to o ex ­ 
p ected the ax . 
Many o f these managers are 
no w mo ving o n, said Jennings, 
who maintains 41 listening 
p o sts in co rp o ratio ns. Their 
emp lo y ment was never re­ 
info rced by the co mp any , he 
said. They weren’t to ld they 
were wanted. 
Easing this mo vement is the 
fact that o p p o rtunities o f age 
ex ist. Because o f the vagaries 
o f birth rates and eco no mic 
gro wth, middle-age managers 
are in gro wing demand. There 
are o p enings fo r tho se in their 


late 30s to mid-40s. 


Tho se who can market them­ 
selves no w tend to go , Jennings 
o bserved. “They are rebelling 
against co rp o rate lie, against 
what is callled the ’5 to 9 ’ 
ro utine.” o r o f wo rking until 9 
p .m. when o thers leave at 5. 


“The unio ns gave the blue- 
co llar wo rker the idea o f a full­ 
er life.” said Jennings, “but no ­ 
bo dy sp eaks fo r the o verwo rked 
ex ecutive.” Therefo re, he co n­ 
cludes. they are sp eaking up fo r 
themselves.

1, Vien n a p riso n in mates will 
be o n the ro ad, serv in g abo u t 
1 2,000 p eo p le in Jo hn so n co u n ­ 
ties with the Bi-Co u n ty Ambu ­ 
lan ce Serv ice. 
Du bbed the “Vien n a Plan ,” 
the serv ice is billed as the o n ly

Basically it wo rk s lik e this :

Woody ha s la bored a ll his 
a dult life in a field tha t ha s been 
a ssa iled for hypocrisy a nd es­ 
pousa l of bruta lity, tha t of col­ 
lege hea d footba ll coa ch. And 
since 1951 he ha s been a t Ohio 
Sta te, which symbolizes big- 
time college footba ll with a ll its 
ma levolent implica tions. 
Does a ll this bother Woody 
Ha yes? 
“ There is a segment of socie­ 
ty,” he shrugs, 
“ which is 
a ga inst footba ll or a nything 
tha t’s well orga nized.” 
And yet one wonders a bout 
the ethic of college footba ll a s it 
rela tes to his cha nging world. 
“ Ara Pa rseghia n (of Notre 
Da me) tells the story,” Ha yes 
sa ys, “ of these two guys meet­ 
ing on the street. And one sa ys 
to the other, ‘How’s your wife? ’ 
“ And the other a nswers, 
‘Compa red to wha t? ’ 
“ Well, compa red to other a c­ 
tivities of young people, footba ll 
is so fa r a nd a wa y in front tha t 
there’s no contest. We put on a 
wholesome show which is sin­ 
cere enough beca use we wa nt to 
win.” 
Yet Woody Ha yes, who ha s 
been described a s troglodytic 
a nd contentious a nd sometimes 
just pla in boorish in his beha v­ 
ior a s a footba ll lea der, isn’t ob­ 
livious to the gusts of cha nge. 
“ The footba llguy is the a nti- 
hero nowa da ys,” he concedes. 
“ A student is held in disrepute 
if he works like hell. The over­ 
a chiever, they look down 
him.

“ La st Ma y, I ra n a cross our 
footba ll ca pta in on ca mpus. He 
wa s on a bike a nd he ha d his 
coa t pulled up a round his neck. 
It wa s wa rm a nd I wondered 
wha t he wa s doing dressed like 
tha t. He sa id, ‘Coa ch, I didn’t 
wa nt to ride a cross ca mpus a nd 
let people see me with a tie 
on. ” 
Nevertheless, you ca n see 
Ohio Sta te footba ll pla yers with 
their ha ir fa shiona bly long a nd 
the bla cks wea r hea d ba nds a nd 
even their hea d coa ch ca n be 


seen in public wea ring red, 
cuffless, 
fla red trousers— 
though his own gra y ha ir re­ 
ma ins closely trimmed with the 
sideburns up a round the tops of 
his ea rs.

Woody even revels in tha t much 
criticized a rea of recruiting 17- 
a nd 18-yea r-old kids to tra de 
their physica l skills for a col­ 
lege educa tion. 
“ I like tha t recruiting better 
tha n a nything else,” he sa ys. “ I 
get into the homes, a nd I get a 
thrill from the homes I get into. 
I found if the pa rents a re re­ 
spected in the home, you got 
yourself a footba ll pla yer. 
“ Ta ke this freshma n ha lf­ 
ba ck we ha ve, Archie Griffin. 
He’s the fourth of seven boys. 
His three older brothers pla yed 
a t Louisville, Kent Sta te a nd 
Muskingum. Fine fa mily. His 
fa ther works a t two jobs. If 
a nything, Archie is a little 
spoiled. 
“ There a re two things in a 
grea t home. One, the kid is 
wa nted. Two, there’s discipline. 
The pa rents a re respected.” 


There is in truth a n a ura of 
sa tisfa ction 
a bout 
Woody 
Ha yes tha t derives from win­ 
ning footba ll ga mes a nd rea lly 
isn’t sha ken by the socia l critics 
of him a nd his sport. 
“ I’m a mea n old wa lrus,” he 
sa ys. “ But I feel I’ve been a 
credit to the ga me of footba ll.”
